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MANY DECORATIONS FOR MERIT 
ARE OPEN TO LADIES, 


Most Nations Have Orders For Be- 
stowal Upon Women Whe Distin- 
guish Themselves on the Field of 
Battle, In the Hospitals, For Char- 
itable Work and For Distiaguished 
Service of Many Kinde. 


The decoration of the Royal Red 
Cross which King Edwagd recently 
conferred upon Queen Elena of Italy 
for her conduct at Messina, is one of 
many orders of merit that may be 
won and-worn by women. The oldest 
of these is the Order of the Axe, es- 
tablished in the twelfth century by 
the last Duke of Barcelona, Ramon 
Berenguer, Ite establishment was in- 
spired by the devoted courage of the 
Spanish women in repelling the 
Moors, with whom the Spaniards were 
then engaged in a life and death 


struggle, 

The first order im recognition of 
women’s al bravery on the field 
of battle was founded in Russia. In 
the battle of Pruth, when Peter the 
Great led the Russia arm against 
the Turks defeat se@med almost in- 
evitable. For long the fortunes of 
the Russian Empire hung in the bal- 
ance, und the Emperor declared after- 
ward that if he had not been accom- 
panied by Catherime the entire army 
would have been decimated. 

On the conclusion-of peace Peter in” 
stituted the Order of Tiberty and be- 
stowed it upon his wife. Buring his 
lifetime it was..conferred on no one 
else, bat in 1797 Paul L, modified 
its character so that it might be con- 
ferred upon the higher nobility con- 
nected with the impertal. house. Each 
member was especially charged with 
the care, manners and morals of 4 
pupil in the royal household. It is 
now the Order of Catherine. 

The most highly prized order for 
women in Germany is that of Louisa, 
established in 1815 by Frederick Wil- 
liam IIT. It was to commemrate the 
self-sacrifice of the women of Ger- 
many durimg the Napoleonic cam- 
paign which termin at Waterloo. 
The women of Prussia then. sold their 
jewels and rings to raise money for 
the soldiery, and many accompanied 
the army into the field of battle to 
minister to the wounded and dying. 

After the Franco-Prussian war the 
Service Cross for Women and Girls 
was established, in recognition of 
their aid during the war. 

The Legion of Honor is now 
only French order left, all others hav-

ing been abolished during the revo- 
lution. It wus established first as 
the order of the Eagle by Napoleon 
in 1802. The-first woman to wear it 
wis Marie Jeanne Schelink. In 1792 
ahe enlisted in the Second Belgian 
Battalion and weat through sev Til 
camp igns, in the course of which she 
was wounded more ih an onee, Pe 
the battle of Austerlitz she was made 
wo Heutenant-colonel ai d wis decorat- 
ed With the order by Napoleon him- 
aeLf.

DROWSINESS. 


Sleepiness is a normal and healthy 
condition when it occurs at the 
usual bedtime and when not ex- 
treme and overpowering. But it 
is not always associated with sleep. 
Rsons in perfect health and 
excellent’ sleepers hardly know v-.e 
(meaning of drowsiness; they are 
active mentally and physically un- 
sleep 
comes at once, and when it leaves 
them in the morning they are again 
in full mental awakeness. 

There are less fortunate persons 
who never have a complete and 
satisfactory night’s rest who are 
yet almost constantly drowsy ; they 
are always nodding, but when the 
head touches the pillow sleep re- 
_cedes, and the night is a succession 
‘of drowsy lapses to sleep with the 
Instant return of semiconscious- 
mess. 

In general, with the exception 
noted at the beginning of this 
article, drowsiness is abnormal, 
‘and indicates something wrong

NOREASH OF 800,000 ACRES 


High Prices Will Mean More Land Sown 
in Wheat in the West. 





A despatch from Winnipeg says: 


The prospect of au increased grain 
acreage in the Prairie Provinces as 
a result of high prices, is attracting 
much attention. Frank O. Fowler, 
secretary of ta: North-West Grain 
Dealers’ Association, is in receipt 
of many wires from Fastern cities 
on the subject. He said on Wed- 
nesday : 

“The natural increase in acreage 
‘this vear w... be about $00,009 acres 
‘at a rough estimate. This is the 
result of lands thrown open and 
homestcading. The. acreage last 
year was about 6,700,000 acres in 


Manitoba. This year it will be 
bees 7,500,000 acres. At an aver- 
‘age crop of 17 or 18 bushels per 
/acre, which isa small one, this will 
mean an increase in the estimates 
‘of last year of about 15,000,000 

bushels. Add this to the estimated 
, 100,000,000 bushels of last year, and 
‘it will be seen that this year’s crop 
may %e roughly estimated at about 
' 315,000,000 bushels. Of course, this 
“is taking every advantage and dis- 
‘advantage into consideration.”’

impelled the Prime Minister to touch 
up Mr. Foster on the sore spots. 


Judge Cassels’ Investigation. 

The investigation of Judge. Cassels 
has demonstrated that certain officials 
of the Marine and Fisheries Depart- 
ment have been receiving commissions 
from men doing business with the 
Government.

The annual rainfall on all the land 
surface of the globe amounts to 29,- 
(00 cubie miles.

With the exception of the small area of 
the Adirondacks in Northern New York the 
State of Maine ig the only p'ace east of the 
Mississippi which affords anything like the 
attractions Which Ontario offers to those 
seeking health and recreation. Do we rea- 
lize what this means for us? ‘lhe ple 
of Maine bave come to realize what it

Revival of Guillotine in France Re- 
Calls the Old Method of 
Execution. 


The revival this year, in France, 
lof the guillotine, as a method in 
-despatching criminal convicts of 
“capital offences, recalls the 
thai execution by drowning was ab- 
olishea by Henri Quatre, only to 
be revived by one of his successors. 
It was finaly abolished as a statu- 
tory method of execution by the 
earliest decrees of the great revolu- 
| tionaries. 

‘As late as the eighteenth cen- 
tury, death by drowning was de- 
‘creed to a felon in Edinburgh, and 
the middle ages it was a common 
enough mode of doing convicted 
criminal.to death. That execu- 
tion of this nature was considered | 
as human as any other, so far as 
the victim was concerned, is shown 


by the fact that it was not unknown! 


among the early Jews, who varied 
the punishment of stoning adult- 
resses by drowning them. Among 
the Egyptians it was common. The 
Roman Lex Cornela_ sanctioned 
the method cfyplacing it on the 
statute records. Tacitus tells us 
that the Germans copied the prac- 


tice from tne Komans. The Teuton 
termed it the ‘‘last baptism,’’ and 
he did not allow his powers of 


imagination to sleep when he sat 
about devising additional varieties 
/which should add to the excitement 
-attending upon the doomed _per- 
son's departure from life. The 
‘convict was sewn up, Monte Cristo 
fashion, in a bag, and with 
were enclosed a vicious dog, a 
hungry cat, a violent rooster, «a 
venomous viper, all very much 
alive and, presumably, kicking. 


DEATH BY DROWNING. 
| 


For what reason it is hard to see, 
but death by drowning was by! 
many peuple considered preferable. 
for criminal women. In the case of 
very debascd or very mean offend- 
‘ers the Romans had a more or less 
pleasant fashion of drowning the 
doomed ones in marshes, first en- 
_casing them in elaborate crates. 

For refined cruelty in killing off 
their female criminals, the earlier 
Albanians were certainly the most 
inventive in the matter of ingenu- 
ity. It is commonly known, of 
course, that even the modern A\l- 
banian has less respect for woman- 
| kind than any other known male in 
‘the human catalogue, not even ex- 
cluding the Chinese. The approved 
method of doing a criminal, or even 
a displeasing woman, to death 
prevalent among them up to rather 
less than a century ago, was to 
chain her in a tanx into which the 
water was allowed to flow gradual- 
ly. As the water reached her 
breast, it was allowed to recede, 
sometimes back to her ankles, when 
the refilling of the tank began 
anew. If the woman had children 
the torture was varied by the 
drowning or muti.ation of them be- 
fore her eyes. To various parts of 
her body was attached such food 
as attracts rats, of which a number 
would be let loom.

Old age pensions have cost tax- 
payers in England exactly $10,550, - 
000 since January 1909. Ifdeed 
they haye become so popular that 
taxpayers are viewing the prospect 
with anxiety, and even the Govern- 
ment which admittedly instituted 
these pensions, without counting 
the cost, is growing uneasy over 
the extent of its miscalculations. 


NO JUDGE OF HUMAN NATURE

sions Mr. Asquith, the Premier, 
thought that for the first year many 
persons eligible to receive them 
would be deterred by shyness from 
applying. Results have shown 
hin to be an excedingly poor judge 
of human nature in this_ respect. 

Especially in Ireland did he mis- 
judge the modesty of elderly’ hu- 
manity. According to one authori- 
ty who has annalzed the statistics 
between 50,000 and 70,000 persons 
of all ages are to-day receiving old 
age pensions in Ireland who are 
not qualified under the act.

HIGH LEAPS BY DEER. | 


Hunter Has Seen Many of Them 
Jump From Precipices. 


Gordon Boles, an Englishman 
who has hunted all over the world, 
has recorded some remarkable 
leaps taken by deer when pursued. 
His observations have been chiefly 
in his native district, Exmoor, the 
land of ‘‘Lorna Doone’’; in India 
and northwestern Canada. 

Uncontrollable fear and partial 
blindness caused by long pursuit 
he gives as reasons for deer taking 
leaps which usually end in death. 
Once while hunting with the Devon 
and Somerset staghounds he saw 
a hind leap 300 feet from a cliff 
to the seashore. She was dashed 
to pieces. In the excitement of the 
chase one of the hounds followed 
her. 

On another occasion a stag made 
a bold burst for the open, going 
straight for the sea. He came to 
the edge of a cliff some hundreds 
of feet above the beach and then 
dashed restlessly backward and 
‘forward, as if seeking a path to 
descend. 

He either missed his footing or 
jumped, and when the hunters 
came up he was seen below, a 
shattered mass, with the horns 
broken into small pieces. Mr. Boles 
is inclined to think that the stag

‘safely and swam out to sea. Men

Unpopular and Disliked in Spite of 
His Innocence,

Peculiar Haze, Intense Heat Dur- 
ing Suminec of 1783. 


Europe and Asia were covered 
by fog during the summer of 2783. 
,Says Gilbert White (letter 109): 
‘The summer of the year 1783 was 
an amazing and a portentous one 
; for, besides the alarming 
meteors and tremendous thunder- 
storms . the peculiar haze, 
or smoky fog, that prevailed for 
many weeks in this island. (Eng- 
land) and in every part of Europe, 
and even beyond its limits, was a 
most extraordinary appearance. 
The heat was intense. Calabria and 
part of the Isle of Sicily were torn 
and convulsed with earthquakes.’’
